NOT to long ago a number of 
people on the south tide of Chicago 
became ill with a condition that 
f 
izzled their d octor* for a while, 
t looked and acted like an atypical 
pneumonia. At the time, it was re­ 
called that some years ago an epi­ 
demic of a disease like influenza was 
first reported among Australian 
slaughterhouse workers in Queens­ 
land. Both of these diseases turned 
out to be Q fever. And now the or­ 
ganism which causes this disease 
has been identified and it it called 
the Rickettsia burneti. It seems 
probable that the discase is con­ 
tracted from cattle in many cases, 
but in just what way it is trans­ 
mitted to human beings is not yet 
definitely known. 
The symptoms of this condition 
Include fever, headache, aching in 
the muscles, chills and, usually, 
symptoms 
of 
pneumonia. 
Such 
symptoms as sneezing, blocking of 
the nose, and sore throat arc not 
outstanding. Usually there is a 
cough, which la dry. Later on in the 
disorder there may be physical find­ 
ings of disturbances in the lungs. 
Often, the spleen in the left, upper 
part of the abdomen and the lymph 
glands throughout the body are en­ 
larged. Fever may be as high as 
102* and may last for from 5 to 14 eaVes. 
days.

Q fever is rarely a fatal condi­ 
tion and, in the majority of in­ 
stances, recovery occurs without 
complication*.
